Walking through the Tchure recently with friends, | commented that I had never heard an origin, 
date or meaning of this unusual word. Two of the friends, interested in word enigmas, have come 
up with the following suggestions. An Anglo-Saxon expert they know doubts the spelling: 
apparently ‘tch’ occurs only in Slavonic languages. His Saxon/Norse dictionary gave ‘ure’ as a very 
old Scottish word for ‘man’.

Dr. Johnson also lists ‘chirrie’, a noise, possibly, of sheep. A challenge to all philologists.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


(This is the first diary entry since February. The sad reason is apparent below. Ed.) 
May, 1848. We remained at Torquay till the 23rd of May, on which memorable day we quitted the 
place, in deepest sorrow, with the perishable remains of our most dear and only daughter Betsy - who 
expired in the 19th May (Friday), peacefully and we were led to hope without much suffering. I 
closed her sweet blue eyes, never to open more in this world, in the presence of her dearest and 
almost broken hearted Mother, Sarah her faithful servant and attendant for several years and the 
Nurse named Richards whom we had called in 3 or 4 days before her death. She was in her 
nineteenth year. She was seized with gastric fever on Good Friday and expired on that day month - 
previously she had been progressing hopefully and promisingly. But it pleased God in his mercy and 
wisdom to take her to himself - to glory and happiness everlasting. To us our first and heaviest 
earthly trial. We reached home in safety, her two brothers from Marlborough and Robert from 
Thame having joined us - her eldest brother, and her favourite, was with us at Torquay. He arrived 
with me in March from his Tutor’s place in Cheshunt, at which place he was seized with a virulent 
attack of Scarlet Fever. The Doctors for 3 days despaired on his recovery and I was summoned to 
him where I remained for a fortnight - a t the end of which time it pleased God to enable him to 
move away to Torquay for a change of air and scene. He is now we hope convalescent if not stronger 
and more healthy than before his attack - but the medical men both agreed much care must be taken 
of him for the next two or three years. Our journey from Torquay I need hardly say was a truly 
painful one and most trying to our feelings. especially so from Oxford home, that home which she 
had left so fondly hoping to return to it again (in improved health and spirits) after a few months 
absence. On entering the house our hearts were most sad and heavy - in short they were bleeding. All 
seemed to sympathise with us - from the highest to the lowest in the Parish - as did many kind friends 
at Torquay - whose feeling and considerate conduct from first to last must ever remain lastingly 
impressed upon our hearts. 
Her funeral took place at Adderbury on Saturday, May the 17th - she was followed to her grave by 
myself, her brothers, her Uncle John and her Uncle Barber (her godfather) as mourners - besides the 
servants and some of our tenants and Mr. Turner, the medical man here, and Messrs. Gardner, Stilgoe 
and Bellow. The funeral service was well and impressively read by Mr. Noel, the curate. The 
following Clergy attended as pall bearers :- Wyatt of Broughton; Nelson of Bodicote; Malcolm of 
Duns Tew; Hutchinson of Barton; Payne of Swalcliffe: and Mr. Wilson Jnr. of Worton. 
Her remains were deposited in a new vault in the Churchyard near the South Porch which I had had 
made on the death of her dear Aunt Cotton. “May my last end be like hers.”

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ON THE FARM 


Well, I got it wrong, it was not the politicians and experts that put the ' 
mockers on it, but the weather man! It all started to go wrong the week ‘”’ 
before Easter when the steady rain had put the river and the Deddington brook over their banks 
on several occasions but the storms on the Wednesday night and on Maundy Thursday caused a 
flash flood to hit the Cherwell catchment area. We were woken up by a thunderstorm just 
before dawn on Maundy Thursday and one look out of the window was enough to tell me we 
had a major problem on our hands. 400 ewes and their lambs, most of which were under 3 
weeks old, would have to be moved to high ground as soon as it got light. It sounds simple 
but anyone who has worked with sheep will know that they hate water and are almost impossible 
to drive in rain, but we achieved our aim and got all the ewes and lambs safely to higher 
ground. Within an hour of getting the last lot off, the meadows were wall to wall water. The 
next job was to make sure the lambs had found their mothers after all the confusion and then to 
feed all the ewes. This proved difficult as all the hay feeders were under water by now and the 
feed troughs were last seen heading at a fast rate of knots towards Somerton. However we 
managed and despite being cold, wet and covered in mud the lambs have survived so far. The 
sudden change from lush spring grass back to full winter rations will reduce the milk yield of 
the ewes and put the growth rate of the lambs back, so the lambs will need an extra 3 to 4 
weeks before they are ready for market. Oh well, perhaps the £ will have fallen by then and 
they will be worth a bit more! 

We lost some 3 acres of the spring beans which were washed out of the ground by the run-off 
from the fields above and the rooks from Bowmans Bridge made short work of the exposed 
seed. I had 6 hives of bees floating for an hour or so but they did not seem to be bothered by 
the experience, or perhaps they were just seasick. Anyway, to put things back into perspective 
the trout fishing has got off to a good start (they are not bothered by rain). The water 
companies still have not got the right type of rain, the politicians still have time to mess things 
up and soon I shall no doubt be moaning because it is too dry. GEORGE FENEMORE 


GARDENING NOTES 


This is by way of an aside to those gardeners who are not quite as 
energetic as they once were. We all want our patches of ground to 
look as attractive as they always have but we have to think of how much time we can 
afford to devote to gardening before energy peters out.

The golden 
yellows of the Narcissi give way to bright Tulips, the green is still delicate and the beds 
are filling in. By the end of this month the tubs will be planted out and the hanging 
baskets prepared.
